A few days before I left Hondo, I was intro­ 


duced to a new tree, courtesy of staff members of 


the Soil & W ater Conservation o ffic e , where I 


saw leaf and seed "sam p les". 


C a lle d a Chinese parasol tree, a sturdy o n e 


grows at the home of the C L A R E N C E M U M M E , 


Srs. 


M rs. Mumme told me their tree was planted a- 


bout 15 years ago and has self-propagated proli­ 


fic a lly since then. 
This Is the tree's history as I 


read it in one of G L E N N D ITTM A R's books from 


his ex celle n t library on matters horticul tu ra l. 


Also known as the V arn ish , Phoenix or Bottle 


tree, it has been cu ltiva ted since 1757, is a natiw 


of China and Ja p a n , has a smooth green bark and 


reaches 35 feet in h eight. 
C u ltiva te d in the U . 


S, , it grows easily from seed globules w hich grow 


alongside the leaves and escape to roadsides or 


thickets. 


A most unusual and interesting tree , as I be­ 


lieve you w ill agree when you see it . 
How about 


growing more of them in Hondo? 


M rs. A LFRED Uris Strawn) BADER has a genea­ 


logy of her fam ily that dates from the year 
1680. 


Can you top that ? 


In it is a picture of Iris, age 4 
, looking much 


as she does now, smiles and al I, only There was 


considerably less of her. 
I found the reading of 


some of the facts fascinating and Iris was generous 


to let me have the books for a few days. 


Included in tfie old histories were copies of 


some early day w ills. 
O n e such specified: 
(M ay 


25, 1667) " . . . I bequeath to my son one feather 


bed and furniture of 5 pounds sterling price and 2 


cows with calfs at their sides". 
Another (1709) 


bequeathed land and plantation "to my son as long 


as he is a b atch ilder" . 
Another ancestor left to 


his N egro slave "a sorrel horse c a lle d Hops". 


And one father left "O n e buccaneer gun, one 


chest, one mare w hich is unbroke and a ll 
my 
wearing clothes" . 


O ne of Iris' forebears was described as "A 


modern Nim rod among the abundant game that 


thronged the prim itive wil ds of C onecuh C ounty, 


Alabam a, who could penetrate barefoot and with 


short-cut trousers the tangled thickets of briar and 


the dense everglades of cane, chasing flying deer 


or retreating bear . . . Though u nlettered, he was 


a speaker of marked a b ility in religious assemblies 


In ea rly manhood, he had a passionate fondness 


for pancakes & molasses and indicated an ambition 


to become su fficien tly w ealthy to have them e v ­ 


eryday instead of only on Sunday. 
He fin a lly a t­ 


tained his goal but declared that most every man 


had a pancake & molasses point in his life thouah 
some never reached i t" .

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San Geronimo recharge dam considered 


Ttie Board of Directors of 
the Edwards Underground Wa­ 
ter District Last week consid­ 
ered tire report of Lodal & 
Bain Engineers on the investi­ 
gations for a possible recharge 
dam to be constructed with 
District funds on San Geroni­ 
mo Creek at about tile Bexar- 
Medina Count)' line. 
The Engineers presented 
detailed studies for two alter­ 
nate methods of effecting die 
recharge and cost estimates 
at a Board meeting on Octo­ 
ber 6, 1971. 
All of tile affected land­ 
owners were present as well as 
a large number of other inter­ 
ested citizens, and all of the 
problems involved were dis­ 


cussed at considerable length. 
Tile meeting was held at 


Sammy's Cafe in Castroville. 
It was generally agreed 
that the dam would be bene­ 
ficial and should be built, 
but the landowners who would 
be affected by die construc­ 
tion found diat the necessary 
lands and rights-of-way, par­ 
ticularly die matter of access 
to one of die owner's proper­ 
ty, could not be resolved 
satisfactorily. 
Trie possibility of diis 
right-of-way difficulty had 
been foreseen, and die engi­ 
neers presented an alternate 
sc I ie me providing for a small 
structure on die Fred Ewen 
property at the lower end of 


the Balcones fault zone widi 
a holding reservoir upstream 
from which water could be 
released at the rate which 


it could be injected into the 
underground reservoir at die 
lower dam. 
Cost of the single dam was 
estimated to be $258, 450, 
w fiile the two alternate struc­ 
tures were estimated at 
$331,750. 
The Board determined 
diat no further study of the 
single structure should be 
made, and that an effort 
should be made to resolve 
all problems of rights-of-way 
with the affected landowners 
based on the two dam alter­ 
nate. 


The engineers w ill pre­ 
sent die landowners with 
drawings and descriptions of 
exactly what easements w ill 
be necessary in order for the 
dams to be constructed after 


diey liave been consulted iii 
the field and agreed to tile 
scheme proposed. After die 
landowners have indicated 
agreement with the necessary 
physical relocations and 
easements, die District w ill 
negotiate widi each one in­ 
dividually with a view to de­ 
termining wile tiler or not die 
acquisition is within die fi­ 
nancial capabilities of die 
District. 
It is intended to execute 
tills entire project widi funds 
wliich die District lias on 
time deposit. 
Because of tile very small 
area of Edwards limestone 
exposed in die streambed on 
San Geronimo Creek, most 
of the water passes across 
the recharge area and is dis­ 
charged into Medina River.
